The  people’s  government  is  the  political  weapon  of 
socialism-  and  communism-building. 

Politics  is  a  social  function  which  organizes  and  directs 
the  activities  of  people  in  a  unified  manner  so  as  to  meet 
the  common  interests  of  the  society.  Without  politics, 
the  collective  life  and  common  activities  of  people 
cannot  be  achieved  and  society  cannot  be  maintained 
and  developed. 

Politics  is  carried  out  by  a  certain  type  of  political  organi¬ 
zation,  and  the  character  and  role  of  the  political  organi¬ 
zation  differs  in  each  social  system.  In  a  society  in  which 
people’s  social  relationships  are  the  same  and  solidarity 
and  cooperation  form  the  basis  of  spcial  relationships, 
political  organization  serves  as  a  weapon  for  representing 
and  achieving  the  common  interests  of  society. 

Our  people’s  government  is  a  political  organization  that 
represents  the  interests  of  the  working  masses,  starting 
with  the  working  class  and  the  farmers,  and  the  working 
intelligentsia,  and  is  the  weapon  for  constructing 
socialism  and  communism.  Only  by  strengthening  the 
people’s  government  and  enhancing  its  function  and  role 
is  it  possible  to  smoothly  guarantee  the  independent 
rights  and  creative  activities  of  the  working  masses,  to 
properly  provide  for  them  a  happy  material  and  cultural 
life,  and  to  strengthen  the  politico-economic  and  cultural 
mi^t  of  socialism. 

Continuously  raising  the  function  and  role  of  people’s 
government  serves  as  a  firm  guarantee  for  strengthening 
socialist  might. 

It  is  above  all  connected  with  the  fact  that  the  people’s 
government  is  strengthening  the  main  body  of  the  revo¬ 
lution  and  continuously  enhancing  its  role. 

The  revolution  is  a  movement  of  the  masses  themselves 
aimed  at  achieving  the  sovereignty  of  the  masses.  The 
success  or  failure  of  the  revolution  hinges  on  how  we 
boost  the  consciousness  of  the  masses  and  how  we 
organize  them  and  enhance  their  creative  role. 

Strengthening  the  main  body  of  the  revolution  and 
enhancing  the  role  of  the  main  body  is  one  of  the  basic 
duties  of  the  people’s  government.

ties. 

The  people’s  government  plays  a  most  important  role  in 
enhancing  the  position  and  role  of  the  masses  as  the 
rulers,  the  remolders  of  nature  and  society,  and  bril¬ 
liantly  carrying  out  the  construction  of  socialism  and 
communism.  Only  when  the  function  and  role  of  the 
people’s  government  are  enhanced  is  it  possible  to  suc¬ 
cessfully  block  in  time  the  winds  of  bourgeois  liberaliza¬ 
tion  and  to  firmly  establish  a  healthy  work  style  and  life 
style  throughout  the  entire  society  and  more  firmly 
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hasten  the  wholehearted  solidarity  of  our  people,  who 
have  rallied  about  the  party  and  the  leader. 

In  addition  to  achieving  the  politico-ideological  unity  of 
the  masses,  building  a  healthy  culture  is  an  important 
revolutionary  task  that  the  people’s  government  must 
accomplish.

By  hastening  the  cultural  revolution  and 
socialist  cultural  construction,  the  people’s  government 
fills  the  cultural  demand  of  the  workers  and  trains  them 
as  socialism-builders  possessing  a  high  level  of  knowl¬ 
edge  and  creative  abilities. 

Continuously  heightening  the  function  and  role  of  the 
people’s  government  like  this  serves  as  a  decisive  guar¬ 
antee  in  firmly  preparing  all  party  members  and  workers 
as  a  political  force  that  has  been  firmly  pulled  together 
about  the  party  and  the  leader  as  socialism-builders 
possessing  high  creative  abilities. 

The  country’s  solid  economic  foundation  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  component  of  the  stability  of  the  socialist  system. 
Building  a  strong  economic  foundation  is  one  of  the 
basic  requirements  for  reinforcing  socialist  might. 

Only  if  the  people’s  government  has  a  strong  economic 
base  is  it  possible  to  smoothly  guarantee  the  masses  an 
independent,  creative  life  and  dynamically  advance  the 
construction  of  socialism  and  communism. 

In  order  to  firmly  build  up  the  material  and  technolog¬ 
ical  base  of  socialism  and  communism,  we  must  contin¬ 
uously  enhance  the  function  and  role  of  the  people’s 
government  as  economic  organizer. 

The  socialist  economy  is  managed  and  operated  under 
the  unified  guidance  of  the  state  and  it  is  successfully 
achieved  through  the  function  of  the  people’s  govern¬ 
ment  as  economic  organizer. 

The  economic  organizational  function  is  one  of  the  basic 
functions  of  the  people’s  government.  Only  if  the  peo¬ 
ple’s  government  smoothly  accomplishes  its  function  as 
economic  organizer  is  it  possible  to  rationally  mobilize 
and  utilize  all  the  human  and  material  resources  of  the 
country  in  a  planned  manner  and  to  maintain  the  correct 
balance  among  sectors  of  the  people’s  economy.  Only  in 
this  way  is  it  possible  to  normalize  production  at  a  high 
level,  and  to  quickly  achieve  economic  construction 
ahead  of  schedule  and  firmly  build  the  material  and 
technological  foundations  of  socialism.  If  the  people’s 
government  cannot  perform  its  funciton  as  economic 
organizer  and  role  properly,  then  we  cannot  rationally 
mobilize  and  utilize  all  the  material  resources  and  man¬ 
power  under  a  unified  plan,  and  we  cannot  correctly 
utilize  the  production  potential  that  has  already  been 
provided  and  dynamically  push  forward  production  and 
construction. 
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Enhancing  the  function  and  role  of  people’s  government 
organs  and  doing  an  effective  job  of  economic  organiza¬ 
tion  work  has  very  great  significance  in  rationally  linking 
together  and  effectively  using  all  elements  of  production, 
and  in  finding  and  aggressively  mobilizing  vast  inner 
reserves  and  advancing  socialist  economic  construction 
extraordinarily  rapidly. 

In  addition,  enhancing  the  function  and  role  of  the 
people’s  government  is  a  guarantee  for  strengthening 
socialist  might.  This  is  because  it  affects  the  people’s 
government  being  able  to  smash  in  a  timely  manner  the 
activities  of  all  manner  of  class  enemies  and  reaction¬ 
aries  who  infringe  on  the  gains  of  the  revolution  and 
reliably  protects  the  gains  of  the  revolution. 

The  cause  of  socialism-  and  communism-building 
develops  and  triumphs  through  a  sharp  struggle  against 
class  enemies  who  oppose  socialism.  It  may  be  said  that 
the  process  of  socialism-  and  communism-building  is  a 
process  of  sharply  struggling  against  class  enemies  and 
anti-socialist  elements. 

Only  when  we  continuously  enhance  the  function  and 
role  of  the  people’s  government  as  a  weapon  of  class 
struggle  is  it  possible  to  smash  the  activities  of  hostile 
elements  and  class  enemies  in  a  timely  manner  and 
reliably  protect  the  gains  of  socialism  and  vigorously 
advance  the  revolution.

extremely  small  number  of  class  enemies  who  infringe  on 
the  interests  of  the  people  and  the  gains  of  socialism. 

So  long  as  the  class  struggle  exists,  democracy  will  have 
a  class  character  and  be  tied  to  dictatorship.  When  the 
imperialists  and  reactionaries  criticize  socialistic  democ¬ 
racy  on  the  grounds  that  socialist  society  effects  a  dicta¬ 
torship  over  class  enemies,  they  are  ultimately  saying 
that  we  should  open  the  way  to  the  criminal  schemes  of 
those  who  oppose  socialism.  Under  conditions  in  which 
the  imperialists  and  their  lackeys  are  venturing  to  carry 
out  destruction  and  sabotage  against  the  socialist  coun¬ 
tries,  it  is  fitting  that  the  class  enemies  are  subjected  to 
restraints.  The  bourgeois  democracy  that  the  imperialists 
and  reactionaries  are  advertising  administers  democracy 
to  a  small  exploiting  class,  but  it  is  an  anti-people 
“democracy”  that  is  foisted  on  the  working  masses.  The 
imperialists  and  reactionaries,  who  subject  innocent 
peoples  and  persons  demanding  freedom  and  democracy 
to  political  terrorism  and  trample  even  the  workers’ 
rudimentary  democratic  freedoms  and  even  their  right 
to  live,  have  no  justification  for  calling  themselves  the 
“protectors  of  human  rights.”  The  brutal  acts  of  tram¬ 
pling  human  rights  being  perpetrated  in  South  Korea 
under  the  instigation  of  the  U.S.  imperialists  clearly 
shows  how  hypocritical  and  shameless  is  the  word  “pro¬ 
tector  of  human  rights”  that  they  yell  about. 
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To  smash  the  machinations  of  the  class  enemies  and  the 
anti-socialist  elements  and  hasten  the  building  of 
socialism  and  vigorously  advance  the  socialist  cause  we 
must  continuously  enhance  the  function  and  role  of  the 
people’s  government,  which  is  a  weapon  of  class  struggle. 

The  lessons  of  the  communist  movement  show  what  a 
heavy  price  must  be  paid  when  people  clamor  about  the 
changing  times  and  the  so-called  “reform”  of  socialism 
and  weaken  the  function  and  role  of  people’s  govern¬ 
ment  as  a  weapon  of  class  struggle.  When  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  working  class  weakens  the  functions  of  the 
dictatorship  of  the  proletariat,  it  lets  in  the  wind  of 
bourgeois  liberalism  and  provides  a  platform  for  the 
activities  of  anti-socialist  elements.

In  addi¬ 
tion,  with  warm  love  and  a  spirit  of  devoted  service  to 
the  people  they  should  share  joys  and  sorrow  with  the 
people  and  highly  display  a  people-oriented  ethos  of 
struggling  and  sacrificing  their  all  for  them.

Rationalization  of  Enterprise  Management  and  the 
Scientific  Analysis  of  Management  Activities

[Text]  An  important  thing  in  expediting  production  and 
construction  in  all  sectors  and  all  units  of  the  national 
economy  and  successfully  accomplishing  this  year’s  eco¬ 
nomic  construction  tasks  and  occupying  the  high  objec¬ 
tives  of  the  Third  Seven-Year  Plan  is  to  make  the 
management  of  factories  and  enterprises  more  scientific 
and  more  rational. 

Rationalizing  enterprise  management  is  an  important 
guarantee  for  displaying  fully  the  superiority  of  the 
Taean  work  system  so  as  to  meet  the  inevitable  require¬ 
ments  of  socialist  industrial  development  in  our  country, 
which  has  entered  upon  a  new,  higher  stage  of  develop¬ 
ment,  and  rationally  managing  and  operating  socialist 
industrial  enterprises. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

'"We  must  make  economic  guidance  and  enterprise  man¬ 
agement  scientiflc  and  rational  so  as  to  meet  the  realistic 
requirements  of  socialism-building.”  {Selections  From  the 
Works  of  Kim  Il-song,  Vol  9,  p  485) 

To  rationalize  enterprise  management  means  operating 
and  managing  enterprises  in  accordance  with  socialist 
economic  laws  and  scientific  and  technological  princi¬ 
ples  and  making  it  possible  to  achieve  the  maximum 
economic  results  with  the  least  expense. 

Only  by  rationalizing  enterprise  management  is  it  pos¬ 
sible  to  organize  the  entire  range  of  production  and 
management  activities  in  factories  and  enterprises  in 
accordance  with  scientific  and  technological  principles 
and  produce  and  build  more  with  small  amounts  of  labor 
and  facilities,  raw  materials,  and  resources. 

Rationalizing  enterprise  management  is  always  an 
important  requirement  in  building  a  socialist  economy, 


but  today,  when  economic  construction  is  vigorously 
being  pushed  to  a  new,  high  stage,  it  emerges  as  an  even 
more  urgent  task. 

Because  our  party’s  economic  construction  lines  and 
guidelines  have  been  implemented,  the  scale  of  the 
economy  has  grown  incomparably  and  its  technological 
equipment  level  has  risen  even  hi^er,  and  the  economic 
links  among  sectors  of  the  people’s  economy  and  among 
enterprises  are  becoming  more  interrelated.  Under  such 
conditions,  only  by  rationalizing  enterprise  management 
is  it  possible  to  effectively  mobilize  and  utilize  the 
production  potential  of  the  people’s  economy  to  the 
maximum  and  achieve  greater  economic  results  with 
small  expenses. 

Various  factors  operate  in  rationalizing  enterprise  man¬ 
agement.  One  important  factor  is  that  the  functionaries 
improve  enterprise  management  by  doing  a  good  job  of 
management  activity  analysis. 

Management  activity  analysis  means  the  work  of 
studying  enterprise  management  activities  in  order  to 
objectively  evaluate  enterprise  management  and  man¬ 
agement  activities  utilizing  numerical  data  and  to  find 
inner  reserves  and  scientifically  set  up  measures  to 
mobilize  and  utilize  them. 

Scientifically  analyzing  management  activities  has  great 
significance  in  enabling  functionaries  to  grasp  the 
method  of  party  policy  implementation  and  explaining 
operational  activity  status  anatomically  and  finding  pro¬ 
duction  inner  reserves. 

Only  by  scientifically  analyzing  management  activities  is 
it  possible  to  confirm  the  results  achieved  in  the  struggle 
to  implement  the  instructions  of  the  great  leader  and 
their  embodiment,  our  party’s  economic  policy,  and  to 
set  up  positive  measures  to  fully  carry  out  the  party’s 
economic  policies.  Only  by  so  doing  is  it  possible  also  to 
develop  the  socialist  economy  at  a  fast  pace  by  thor¬ 
oughly  seeking  out  all  sorts  of  inner  reserves  for 
increased  production  and  economizing  and  setting  up 
positive  measures  for  effectively  utilizing  them  to  the 
maximum. 

The  more  we  scientifically  analyze  management  activi¬ 
ties,  the  more  we  can  systematically  improve  the  man¬ 
agement  of  an  enterprise  and  further  raise  the  economic 
management  level  of  functionaries. 

The  scientific  analysis  of  management  activities  is  one  of 
the  important  means  of  rationalizing  management. 

Above  all,  this  is  linked  to  the  fact  that  scientifically 
analyzing  the  status  of  management  activities  makes  it 
possible  to  plan  and  organize  business  activities  and  to 
properly  review  its  status. 

Management  activities  of  socialist  enterprises  are  cre¬ 
ative  activities  in  which  the  working  masses,  who  are  the 
masters  of  the  state  and  the  society,  consciously  utilize 
various  economic  laws  operating  in  socialist  society  to 
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achieve  their  own  independent  demands  and  lead  eco¬ 
nomic  processes  in  a  goal-oriented  way.  Therefore,  in 
socialist  society,  without  minutely  calculated  plans  and 
proper  organization  guidance  work,  we  cannot  scientifi¬ 
cally  carry  out  management  activities,  nor  can  we  orga¬ 
nize  and  mobilize  the  producer  masses  in  a  purposeful 
way. 

Properly  analyzing  the  status  of  management  activities  is 
an  urgent  problem  in  effectively  planning  and  organizing 
management  activities  to  meet  the  demands  of  objective 
reality. 

The  management  activities  of  independent  economic 
accounting  system  complexes,  which  are  an  organic 
component  of  the  socialist  economic  system,  are  carried 
out  according  to  the  organic  plan  of  the  state,  and  its 
results  are  also  judged  by  individual  enterprise  according 
to  the  actual  results  of  the  state  plan. 

If  we  want  to  plan  management  activities  so  as  to 
successfully  accomplish  the  state  plan  quotas,  we  must 
specifically  calculate  the  various  factors  and  all  the 
realistic  conditions  that  are  at  play  in  the  process. 

In  planning  management  activities,  we  must  calculate 
manpower,  facilities,  materials,  and  funds  in  detail  and 
figure  out  the  interrelations  among  all  such  elements. 
Only  by  so  doing  is  it  possible  to  intermesh  the  status  of 
management  activities  like  the  teeth  of  a  gear. 

Calculating  the  realistic  conditions  absolutely  does  not 
mean  mechanically  following  the  given  conditions.  In 
estimating  the  realistic  conditions,  we  must  on  the  one 
hand  thoroughly  base  ourselves  on  the  given  conditions 
while  highly  displaying  the  revolutionary  spirit  of  self- 
reliance  and  figuring  out  how  to  mobilize  inner  reserves 
to  the  maximum.  In  planing  management  activities  this 
way,  we  must  explicitly  calculate  many  factors  and 
conditions,  and  that  is  achieved  through  scientific  anal¬ 
ysis  of  the  targets. 

The  numerical  analysis  of  ente^rise  management  has  an 
important  function  not  only  in  planning  management 
activities  but  also  in  organization  execution.  The  man¬ 
agement  activities  process  of  all  sectors  and  all  units  of 
the  people’s  economy  in  the  socialist  society,  in  which 
the  economy  develops  in  a  planned,  balanced  manner,  is 
the  process  of  accomplishing  the  state  economic  quotas 
assigned  to  the  relevant  sectors  and  units.  Just  because 
the  economy  is  said  to  develop  in  a  planned  way  and 
even  if  all  the  elements  of  production  such  as  manpower, 
facilities,  materials,  and  funds  are  always  guaranteed 
without  the  slightest  variation  from  the  plan,  and  eco¬ 
nomic  efficiency  does  not  vary  in  the  least  from  the 
established  standards,  this  does  not  necessarily  mean 
that  the  actual  indices  will  be  exactly  the  same  as  plan 
goals.  In  the  management  process  it  can  happen  that 
human  and  material  factors  are  not  guaranteed  in  a 
certain  area  as  anticipated  in  the  plan,  and  the  utilization 
level  of  the  elements  of  production  may  vary  somewhat 
from  the  established  standard.  In  such  a  situation,  to 
properly  carry  out  the  quotas  anticipated  in  the  state 


plan,  factories  and  enterprises  must  organize  manage¬ 
ment  activities  minutely.  If  we  want  to  lay  the  ground¬ 
work  for  this  kind  of  organizational  work,  we  must 
individually  analyze  the  impact  of  various  factors  and 
conditions  impinging  on  the  process  of  management 
activities. 

Even  if  we  want  to  correctly  sum  up  the  process  of 
management  activities  in  the  preceding  period,  we  must 
analyze  their  status  scientifically.  If  we  want  to  correctly 
sum  up  all  aspects  of  management  activities  such  as 
production  organization  and  manpower  management, 
facilities  management,  materials  management,  and 
financial  management,  then  we  must  objectively  assess 
the  level  attained  in  relation  to  the  state  requirements 
and  effectively  utilize  analytical  data  that  show  in  depth 
the  impact  exerted  on  them  by  various  factors.  Only  by 
so  doing  will  it  be  possible  to  correctly  sum  up  the  status 
of  management  activities  on  the  basis  of  specific  numer¬ 
ical  data. 

If  we  want  to  plan  and  organize  management  activities 
and  correctly  carry  out  summation  work  and  to  ratio¬ 
nalize  enterprise  management,  we  must  analyze  well  the 
status  of  management  activities. 

The  fact  that  scientifically  analyzing  the  status  of  man¬ 
agement  activities  is  an  important  means  of  rationalizing 
enterprise  management  is  related  to  the  fact  that  it 
makes  it  possible  to  correctly  carry  out  the  independent 
economic  accounting  system.  The  independent  eco¬ 
nomic  accounting  system  is  a  planned  and  rational 
management-operational  tool  of  socialist  state-managed 
enterprises.  In  terms  of  management,  it  has  relative 
independence  under  the  state’s  centralized  guidance  and 
carries  out  management  activities  while  benefiting  the 
state  by  balancing  revenues  and  expenditures.  The  inde¬ 
pendent  economic  accounting  system  raises  the  workers’ 
desire  to  produce  and,  by  strictly  calculating  raw  mate¬ 
rials  and  goods,  funds,  and  manpower,  enables  factories 
and  enterprises  to  utilize  them  in  a  planned  and  rational 
way,  with  the  result  that  they  overfulfill  the  state  plan 
and  continuously  develop  production. 

If  we  want  to  correctly  carry  out  the  independent  eco¬ 
nomic  accounting  system  and  offset  revenues  and  expen¬ 
ditures  and  give  more  profit  to  the  state,  then  we  must 
establish  measures  to  increase  profitability  while  low¬ 
ering  prime  cost  in  factories  and  enterprises. 

What  is  important  here  is  to  scientifically  fix  labor  and 
material  consumption  standards  in  factories  and  enter¬ 
prises  and  continuously  lower  them  to  meet  the  demands 
of  actual  development.  Getting  rid  of  poorly  made  and 
inferior  goods  by  getting  rid  of  waste  and  strengthening 
conservation  and  by  using  inexpensive  substitute  mate¬ 
rials  and  effectively  mobilizing  and  utilizing  scrap  mate¬ 
rials  is  an  urgent  requirement.  We  must  save  manpower 
and  raise  facilities  utilization  ratios  by  accurately  setting 
technical  and  economic  indices  such  as  labor  norms  and 
facilities-utilization  standards  and  continuously 
improving  them.  We  must  see  to  it  that  costs  and 
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benefits  in  management  activities  are  properly  calcu¬ 
lated  and  results  accurately  evaluated,  and  that  enter¬ 
prise  funds  and  prize  funds  are  set  up  and  properly  used 
according  to  the  level  of  profit  and  plan  performance. 

If  we  want  to  do  this,  there  must  be  strict  accounting  and 
accurate  statistics  and  minute  analysis  of  management 
activities.  Only  by  so  doing  is  it  possible  to  get  a  clear 
understanding  of  the  actual  situation  of  management 
activities  and  to  illuminate  the  fundamental  reasons  for 
profit  or  loss  under  the  independent  economic 
accounting  system.  Even  in  cases  where  factories  and 
enterprises  have  overfulfilled  their  plans,  only  by  accu¬ 
rately  analyzing  whether  this  resulted  from  investing 
additional  manpower  and  materials  and  facilities  or 
from  effectively  utilizing  economic  capital  is  it  possible 
to  correctly  set  up  measures  for  improving  management 
activities. 

If  we  do  not  correctly  analyze  and  sum  up  the  status  of 
management  activities  in  factories  and  enterprises,  we 
cannot  accurately  prove  and  evaluate  the  results  of 
management  activities  of  complexes,  enterprises,  work¬ 
sites,  and  work-teams,  and  we  cannot  properly  find  the 
strengths  and  weaknesses  that  emerge  in  the  manage¬ 
ment  activities  of  individual  units. 

Even  when  production  increases,  without  scientific  anal¬ 
ysis  of  management  activities  it  is  not  only  impossible  to 
properly  find  which  of  the  various  elements  have  an 
impact  on  this,  but  it  is  also  impossible  to  opportunely  set 
up  measures  to  strengthen  their  role.  Therefore,  if  we 
intend  to  rationalize  enterprise  management  and  lay  the 
groundwork  for  economic  organization  work  by  correctly 
instituting  the  independent  economic  accounting  system 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Taean  Work 
System,  it  is  important  to  establish  measures  to  do  a  good 
job  of  analyzing  management  activities  and  on  the  basis  of 
data  obtained  as  a  result  of  analysis,  and  establish  mea¬ 
sures  for  improving  management  activities. 

That  scientifically  analyzing  management  activities 
serves  as  an  important  means  of  rationalizing  enterprise 
management  is  related  to  the  fact  that  this  makes  it 
possible  to  correctly  find  the  reserves  that  can  increase 
the  effectiveness  of  production. 

Accurately  calculating  the  economic  effectiveness  of 
production  is  a  fundamental  requirement  for  raising 
production  and  construction  onto  a  new  scientific  foun¬ 
dation.  It  is  also  an  important  guarantee  for  mobilizing 
and  utilizing  to  the  maximum  all  sorts  of  reserves  and 
potentials  that  are  latent  in  the  people’s  economy.  Only 
by  vigorously  carrying  out  the  struggle  to  increase  the 
economic  effectiveness  of  production  is  it  possible  to 
rationalize  enterprise  management  and  produce  more, 
better,  and  cheaper  products  with  small  amounts  of 
manpower,  facilities,  and  materials. 

If  we  want  to  find  reserves  that  are  capable  of  boosting 
the  economic  effectiveness  of  production,  we  must  con¬ 
tinuously  renovate  the  various  economic  indices  related 
to  the  utilization  of  manpower  and  materials,  machinery 
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and  facilities,  and  capital.  In  other  words,  only  by 
renovating  the  various  economic  indices  such  as  labor 
productivity  growth,  prime  costs  of  products,  utilization 
of  fixed  assets,  and  standards  of  material  consumption 
per  unit  of  product  can  we  achieve  more  economic 
growth  with  little  expenditure. 

If  we  want  to  renovate  various  economic  indices  that 
characterize  the  economic  effectiveness  of  production, 
we  must  accurately  evaluate  the  standards  of  economic 
indices  of  the  pertinent  period  and  establish  the  correct 
measures  and  methods  for  improving  them.  Reserves 
that  can  raise  economic  efficiency  can  be  found  in 
greater  numbers  only  when  expenditures  and  effective¬ 
ness  are  compared  and  estimates  and  analysis  done  well 
and  calculations  performed  accurately.  Doing  a  good  job 
of  economic  estimates  and  analysis  and  calculating  cor¬ 
rectly  is  an  important  method  that  makes  it  possible  to 
achieve  scientific  economic  management  and  find  more 
reserves  that  can  further  raise  economic  efficiency.  If  we 
want  to  figure  all  elements  and  conditions  of  production 
and  correctly  calculate  prime  cost  and  profitability  of 
commodities,  as  well  as  organize  and  direct  production 
and  construction,  it  is  important  above  all  to  analyze 
scientifically  the  actual  state  of  management  activities 
and  derive  a  certain  conclusion  from  that  and  improve 
enterprise  management. 

The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  early  on  deeply 
perceived  the  significance  and  importance  of  correctly 
analyzing  and  grasping  the  actual  state  of  management 
activities  in  rationalizing  enterprise  management.  From 
the  first  period  of  building  the  new  society  he  explained 
about  managing  and  operating  enterprises  in  a  planned 
manner  on  a  foundation  of  knowing  specific  statistical 
data  concerning  production  and  the  status  of  manage¬ 
ment  in  state-operated  enterprises. 

The  great  leader  in  particular  saw  clearly  the  entire  range 
of  principled  problems  arising  in  organizing  the  manage¬ 
ment  activities  of  factories  and  enterprises  correctly  and 
in  rationalizing  enterprise  management,  including  prob¬ 
lems  of  making  party  policy  the  leading  guideline,  ana¬ 
lyzing  and  evaluating  the  status  of  management  activi¬ 
ties,  and  having  the  broad  producer  masses  participate 
positively  in  the  work  of  management  activities  analysis. 

In  our  country,  by  dynamically  carrying  out  a  struggle  to 
rationalize  enterprise  management  and  laying  the  ground¬ 
work  for  management  activities  under  the  wise  leadership 
of  the  party  and  the  leader,  it  is  possible  to  hasten  socialist 
economic  construction  and  achieve  great  successes  in 
improving  economic  management  and  operations.  Today, 
when  a  struggle  is  being  dynamically  carried  out  to  achieve 
chucheization,  modernization,  and  scientification  in  all 
fields  of  socialist  economic  construction  and  to  occupy  the 
high  objectives  of  the  Third  Seven-Year  Plan,  rationalizing 
enterprise  management  by  improving  management  activ¬ 
ities  in  factories  and  enterprises  emerges  as  an  even  more 
urgent  requirement. 
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The  great  leader  Comrade  Kim  Il-song  taught  as  follows: 

“We  must  aggressively  seek  out  and  mobilize  inner  reserves 
in  all  sectors  of  the  people’s  economy  and  strengthen  the 
struggle  to  raise  production  and  economize  and  produce  and 
build  more  with  existing  manpower,  facilities,  and  materi¬ 
als.”  (Works  of  Kim  Il-song,  Vol  33,  p  7) 

To  expedite  production  and  construction  in  all  sectors 
and  all  units  of  the  people’s  economy  and  successfully 
accomplish  the  Third  Seven-Year  Plan,  we  must  con¬ 
tinue  to  thoroughly  carry  out  the  three  revolutions — 
ideological,  technological,  and  cultural — and  in  addi¬ 
tion,  effectively  utilize  the  mighty  economic  foundation 
already  provided  and  its  production  potential  and  find 
all  sorts  of  inner  reserves  and  vigorously  carry  out  an 
economization  struggle. 

To  display  to  the  maximum  the  production  potential 
already  provided,  all  factories  and  enterprises  must 
mobilize  and  utilize  their  inner  reserves,  do  a  good  job  of 
political  work  and  work  with  people,  and  give  priority  to 
the  work  of  displaying  the  revolutionary  zeal  and  posi¬ 
tive  creationism  of  the  producer  masses  while  setting  up 
in  a  timely  fashion  appropriate  measures  based  on 
systematic  analysis  of  enterprise  management  activities 
and  probing  inquiries. 

Today,  all  of  the  people  throughout  the  entire  country, 
supporting  the  decisions  of  the  1 7th  plenum  of  the  Sixth 
Central  Committee,  are  vigorously  carrying  out  a 
struggle  for  increased  production  and  economization 
and  are  aggressively  pushing  forward  the  struggle  to 
effectively  utilize  to  the  maximum  the  production  poten¬ 
tial  of  the  economic  foundation  that  has  already  been 
provided.  Under  this  situation,  guidance  personnel  must 
do  a  good  job  of  analyzing  management  activities  and 
correct  in  a  timely  manner  the  deficiencies  appearing  in 
enterprise  management  and  broadly  promote  and 
develop  successes.  Only  by  so  doing  is  it  be  possible  to 
utilize  to  the  maximum  effectiveness  the  economic  foun¬ 
dation  already  provided  and  to  heighten  production 
greatly  in  excess  of  that  of  today’s  and  to  develop  the 
country’s  overall  economy  at  a  fast  pace. 

Today,  when  science  and  technology  are  continuously 
developing,  managing  and  operating  the  economy  by 
rule  of  thumb  without  detailed  economic  calculations 
and  analysis  will  never  aggressively  uncover  inner 
reserves.  Furthermore,  we  cannot  properly  achieve  the 
basic  requirements  of  economic  management  with 
respect  to  obtaining  large  economic  results  while  using 
small  amounts  of  capital. 

Therefore,  to  rationalize  enterprise  management  and 
achieve  the  maximum  economic  results  with  a  minimum 
of  expenditures,  it  is  important  to  give  serious  concern  to 
analyzing  the  status  of  management  activities  of  enter¬ 
prises. 

The  successes  achieved  in  many  units  that  supported  the 
line  set  forth  by  the  party  in  the  past  for  the  chucheiza- 
tion,  modernization,  and  scientification  of  the  people’s 


economy  and  that  positively  carried  out  the  struggle  to 
make  enterprise  management  scientific  and  rational  all 
show  that  an  urgent  requirement  is  emerging  for  cor¬ 
rectly  embodying  the  socialist  economic  management 
theory  of  chuche,  analyzing  and  summing  up  in  a  timely 
fashion  the  management  activities  of  enterprises,  and 
setting  up  improvement  measures. 

At  the  Sangwon  Cement  Complex,  which  was  firmly 
consolidated  as  a  modem  cement  production  base  under 
the  wise  leadership  of  our  party,  the  functionaries  are 
achieving  continuous  innovations  in  cement  production 
by  regularization,  standardization,  and  scientification  of 
the  entire  range  of  enterprise  management  so  as  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Taean  work  system.  At  this 
enterprise  the  functionaries,  on  the  basis  of  scientific 
statistical  data,  were  able  to  analyze  and  sum  up  the 
status  of  management  activities  at  any  given  moment.  As 
a  result  of  improvement  measures  that  were  employed  in 
a  timely  fashion,  the  functionaries  were  able  to  ratio¬ 
nalize  all  management  activities  such  as  plan  formula¬ 
tion,  facilities  management,  labor  management,  finan¬ 
cial  management,  and  materials  management.  Thus, 
during  the  last  year  alone  this  enterprise  overfulfilled  its 
total  industrial  product  by  116.3  percent,  cement  pro¬ 
duction  by  100.2  percent,  state  budget  payment  plan  by 
114  percent,  and  produced  an  additional  several  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  tons  of  cement  while  conserving  43.36 
million  kilowatts  of  electricity,  some  4,800  tons  of  coal, 
and  8,000-odd  tons  of  gypsum. 

Experience  shows  that  when  functionaries  set  up 
improvement  measures  in  a  timely  manner  while  ana¬ 
lyzing  the  status  of  enterprise  management  activities  on 
a  routine  basis,  it  is  possible  to  further  rationalize 
enterprise  management  and  vigorously  expedite  produc¬ 
tion  and  construction. 

An  important  thing  in  correctly  analyzing  the  status  of 
management  activities  and  rationalizing  enterprise  man¬ 
agement  is  to  first  raise  the  sense  of  responsibility  and 
the  role  of  economic  guidance  functionaries. 

Factory  and  enterprise  guidance  functionaries  are  the 
ones  directly  in  charge  who  must  accept  responsibility 
for  and  carry  out  enterprise  management.  It  is  the 
enterprise  management  functionaries  who  not  only 
directly  organize  and  direct  production  at  factories  and 
enterprises,  but  also  have  the  responsibility  for  exam¬ 
ining  and  summing  up  their  status  at  any  time  and 
discovering  strengths  and  weaknesses  there  and  cor¬ 
recting  deficiencies  in  a  timely  fashion. 

If  enterprise  management  functionaries  want  to  do  a 
good  job  of  analyzing  management  activities,  it  is  impor¬ 
tant  for  them  to  above  all  have  the  proper  viewpoint  and 
standpoint  concerning  this  work. 

Inasmuch  as  the  work  of  analyzing  management  activi¬ 
ties  is  work  done  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and 
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carrying  out  measures  and  methods  for  thoroughly 
implementing  the  teachings  of  the  great  leader  and  its 
embodiment,  the  economic  policies  of  our  party,  eco¬ 
nomic  guidance  functionaries  must  properly  turn  their 
attention  to  this.  If  they  carry  out  enteprise  manage¬ 
ment  in  a  slipshod  manner,  without  routinely  analyzing 
the  status  of  management  activities,  they  will  never 
rationalize  management  activities  nor  be  able  to  success¬ 
fully  make  the  people’s  economy  scientific.  Regarding 
management  activities  analysis  as  secondary  and  doing  a 
slipshod  job  of  enterprise  management  is  a  vestige  of 
outmoded  managerial  methods,  which  have  nothing  at 
all  to  do  with  the  scientific  management  and  operation  of 
socialist  enterprises. 

Therefore,  enterprise  management  functionaries  must 
make  analyzing  the  status  of  management  activities  their 
regular  concern  and  guarantee  this  work  at  a  high  level. 

To  do  that,  economic  guidance  functionaries  must, 
above  all,  firmly  arm  themselves  with  the  teachings  of 
the  great  leader  and  the  guidelines  of  the  party. 

The  standard  for  accurately  analyzing  and  assessing  the 
management  activities,  which  are  carrying  out  the 
party’s  economic  policies  and  assessing  the  status  of  plan 
accomplishment,  is  the  teachings  of  the  great  leader  and 
the  guidelines  of  the  party.  Functionaries  must  accu¬ 
rately  grasp  the  party’s  strategy  and  guidelines  not  only 
to  be  able  to  organize  analytical  work  properly  and  to 
distinguish  between  what  is  right  and  what  is  wrong,  but 
also  to  be  able  to  set  up  clear-cut  methods  and  measures 
capable  of  improving  enterprise  management. 

Functionaries  therefore  must  deeply  study — 
systematically  and  comprehensively — the  teachings  the 
great  leader  gave  to  the  relevant  sectors  and  enterprises 
and  their  embodiment,  the  lines  and  policies  of  the 
party,  and  to  clearly  perceive  their  essence  and  method 
of  implementation. 

It  is  important,  in  addition,  to  enhance  the  functionaries’ 
technical-administrative  level.  If  we  want  to  do  a  good  job 
of  management  activities  analysis  we  must  accurately 
explain  the  linkages  between  various  economic  phenom¬ 
ena— in  particular  the  interrelations  between  cause  and 
effect — and  correctly  apply  various  analytical  and  calcula¬ 
tion  methods  and  do  a  good  job  of  correctly  analyzing  and 
evaluating  the  data  obtained.  This  kind  of  work  requires  a 
high  level  of  administrative  ability  with  respect  to  manage¬ 
ment  activities  analysis.  If  the  functionaries’  administrative 
abilities  are  undeveloped,  then  they  will  be  unable  to 
correctly  analyze  the  status  of  accomplishment  of  the  pro¬ 
duction  plan,  the  status  of  material  supplies  and  utilization, 
the  prime  costs  of  products,  the  status  of  accomplishment  of 
the  financial  plan,  and  the  enterprise’s  financial  situation. 
Thus  they  will  be  unable  to  carry  out  in  a  timely  fashion  the 
work  of  analysis  and  summing  up,  which  is  carried  out  on 
the  basis  of  enterprise,  work-site,  and  work-team  and  on  an 
annual,  quarterly,  monthly,  weeldy,  and  daily  basis. 

In  particular,  if  the  administrative  level  of  economic 
guidance  functionaries  is  immature,  they  will  not  be  able 
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to  properly  make  use  of  various  data  processing  and 
analytical  methods  such  as  series  analysis  and  correla¬ 
tions  and  to  do  a  good  job  of  analyzing  the  status  of 
enterprise  management. 

Economic  guidance  functionaries  must  therefore 
enhance  their  administrative  level  and  ensure  that  they 
have  various  tools  for  scientifically  analyzing  the  process 
and  results  of  plan  fulfillment. 

The  next  important  thing  in  doing  an  effective  job  of 
management  activities  analysis  and  further  rationalizing 
enterprise  management  is  to  broadly  introduce  modem 
technical  means  into  this  work  and  guarantee  that  the 
analysis  is  scientific,  systematic,  and  specific. 

If  we  are  to  deeply  carry  out  management  activities 
analysis  in  a  planned  manner  according  to  specific 
objectives  and  targets,  we  must  perform  much  calcula¬ 
tion  work.  Therefore,  only  by  broadly  introducing 
modem  technical  means  is  it  possible  to  carry  out  this 
work  in  a  timely  manner  and  to  firmly  guarantee  the 
scientific  nature  of  the  analysis. 

Inasmuch  as  highly  technical  means  such  as  electronic 
computers  are  powerful  economic  management  tools  that 
have  come  into  being  as  a  result  of  the  development 
modem  science  and  technology,  if  we  aggressively  intro¬ 
duce  such  technical  means  into  economic  management,  we 
can  easily  do  more  of  the  economic  computation  work 
before  us  in  management  activities  analysis  and  guarantee 
its  accuracy  at  the  highest  levels.  Therefore,  we  must 
widely  introduce  modem  technical  tools  into  management 
activities  and  handle  various  computational  work  and 
analysis  in  management  activities  analysis  in  a  timely 
fashion  and  guarantee  its  scientific  nature  at  a  high  level. 

An  important  thing  in  effectively  performing  manage¬ 
ment  activities  analysis  and  rationalizing  enterprise 
management  is  to  have  the  producer  masses  broadly 
participate  in  this  work. 

Only  by  having  the  producer  masses — the  masters  of 
production  and  management — extensively  take  part  in 
management  activities  analysis  is  it  possible  to  properly 
guarantee  the  accuracy  and  credibility  of  the  analysis 
and  to  accurately  evaluate  the  results  of  the  analysis. 

To  get  the  producer  masses  to  positively  participate  in 
analytical  work,  we  must  teach  them  the  objective  and 
significance  of  analysis  and  methods  of  analysis  and  have 
them  actively  participate  in  this  work  with  the  attitude  of 
a  master  by  giving  them  specific  assignments.  We  must 
inform  the  producers  of  the  data  obtained  from  the  ana¬ 
lytical  work  and  have  them  actively  participate  in  prime 
cost  inquiry  meetings,  financial  audit  committees, 
accounting  deliberation  meetings,  and  other  summing  up 
work. 

By  deeply  understanding  the  significance  and  impor¬ 
tance  that  correctly  analyzing  management  activities  has 
in  rationalizing  enterprise  management  and  by  routinely 
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guaranteeing  this  work  at  a  high  level,  economic  guid¬ 
ance  functionaries  will  positively  contribute  to 
improving  economic  management.
